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PROGRESS  OF  BRADFORD,  1958 

The  two  State  Road  Projects  on  Route  114  have  been  com- 
pleted and  three  sections  of  road  have  been  given  back  to  the  town 
to  become  a  part  of  the  Class  V  roads.  These  sections  will  be  oiled 
and  repaired  by  the  State  this  spring.  The  piece  of  land  given  to 
the  town  by  Mr.  Leon  Varnum  was  filled  in  by  the  contractors 
and  will  give  access  to  Lake  Massasecum. 

Some  widening  and  other  improvements  were  made  on 
Forest  Street. 

A  State  Betterment  Project  at  the  junction  of  Routes  114  and 
103  was  started  last  fall.  The  monument  was  re-set  nearer  to  the 
location  of  the  entrance  of  the  "Raymond  House"  which  burned 
in  1898.  John  Hogg  first  located  and  built  the  house  now  owned 
by  Mr.  J.  Edward  Vesper  on  "Hogg  Hill".  Soon  after  1800  he 
changed  his  name  to  John  Raymond,  moved  to  the  Village  and 
married  Hannah  Presbury,  daughter  of  Dea.  William  Presbury. 
He  kept  a  hotel  known  as  the  "Raymond  House"  for  many  years 
and  it  continued  to  bear  his  name  long  after  his  death.  The 
common  will  be  seeded  and  a  curb  will  be  set  around  it  in  the  spring. 

Safety  measures  along  Main  Street  include  the  installation  of 
modern  fighting.  All  intersections  and  parking  places  are  well 
lighted.  The  waterhole  at  the  east  end  of  the  Village  was  con- 
structed under  the  direction  of  Fire  Chief  Nelson  C.  Spaulding 
and  Assistant  Chief  Robert  A.  Moore. 

The  T.R.A.  fund  was  used  on  the  Sunset  Hill  Road.  1.02  miles 
was  completed.  The  1959  T.R.A.  fund  will  be  used  to  improve 
the  Joshua  Eaton  Hill  at  Hoyt's  Corner. 

The  Dea.  William  Presbury  Road  was  oiled  and  completed. 

Cemetery  Special  Fund  —  All  sunken  graves  have  been 
filled  in  and  bare  spots  covered  in  Presbury  and  Union  Cemeteries. 
A  start  was  made  in  Pleasant  Hill  Cemetery.  There  is  $136  left  with 
which  to  finish  this  cemetery  this  coming  season. 

The  Town  Budget  for  1959  is  $600.00  less  than  for  1958.  The 
School  Budget  is  $1,500.00  less.  County  taxes  will  be  higher,  but 
the  tax  rate  will  be  somewhat  lower  for  1959.

Warning  signal:     A  steady  blast  of  3  to  5  minutes  on  sirens, 

whistles,  horns  etc. 
What  to  do:    1.     Tune  your  AM  radio  to  a  CONELRAD  station 
(640  or  1240)  for  emergency  instructions. 

2.  Obey  local  Civil  Defense  instructions. 

3 .  Prepare  to  receive  evacuees  into  your  homes. 

4.  Do  not  use  telephones  unnecessarily. 

5.  Do  not   drive  private  vehicles    (except  on 
civil  defense  assignments. ) 

6.  Do  not  attempt  to  purchase  food  or  other 
supplies. 

Take  Cover/Warning  RED  Signal 

(attack  imminent  -  enemy  approaching) 

Warning  signal:     Wailing  tone  or  series  of  short  blasts  for  3 

minutes. 
What  to  do: 
At  Home:  Get  into  your  home  shelter  immediately.  If 

you  have  none,  shut  all  outside  doors  and  win- 
dows and  take  cover  in  the  basement  or  an 

interior  first-floor  room. 
Outdoors:  Seek  the  best  available  shelter. 

Stay  put:  Until  you  get  word  to  come  out. 

Important :  If  you  see  a  bright  flash  of  light,  take  cover 

instantly  and  protect  your  eyes. 
No  warning: 

(an  enemy  strike  has  been  made) 
Warning  signal:     (Take  Cover/Warning  RED  signal  will  be 

sounded)    wailing    tone    or   series    of   short 

blasts  for  3  minutes. 
What  to  do:  (same  actions  as  for  "Take  Cover/ Warning 

RED,"  above.) 
All  Clear/Warning  WHITE  signal 
(danger  from  attack  and  fallout  has  ended) 
Warning  signal:     Series  of  steady  blasts  of  30  second  duration 

with  2  minutes  of  silence  between. 
What  to  do :    1 .     Come  out  from  shelters,  basements,  etc.  upon 

direction  of  local  Civil  Defense  authorities. 
2.     Assist  Civil  Defense  staff  whenever  possible.

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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $311.00  for  Hospitals;  Concord  Hospital  to  receive 
the  sum  of  $111.00  and  New  London  to  get  $200.00. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50.00  for  the  American  Red  Cross.  (Permitted 
by  Law) 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $900.00  for  care  of  dump.

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $200.00 
from  the  estate  of  Mabel  M.  Gardner,  to  be  held  in  trust, 
the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  by  the  principal  of  the 
Bradford  Central  School  for  new  books  and  magazines. 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $50.00 
from  the  estate  of  Mabel  M.  Gardner,  to  be  held  in  trust, 
the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Charles 
A.  Cressy  lot  in  Pleasant  Hill  Cemetery. 


15.       To  hear  reports  of  committees  and  act  thereon. 
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16.       To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town 
Officers.

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
caused  from  careless  debris  burning  -  brush,  paper,  leaves,  grass, 
etc.  Most  of  them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from 
the  local  forest  fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires 
annually  runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost 
of  putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to 
court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  ($200)  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning 
at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your 
personal  convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  disposal 
of  dangerous  inflammable  waste  material  and  other  useless  items 
which  accumulate  around  the  home  and  local  stores;  brush,  etc. 
cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning  yourself. 
It  will  be  easier  for  you  personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  — 
the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.      Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 
Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.  Use  your  town  dump.

ON  PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS 

Amendment  of  Ordinance  in  the  Town  of  Bradford 


The  Town  of  Bradford,  by  its  duly  elected  Selectmen  and 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  47:17  and  RSA  41:11,  order 
and  ordain  that  Section  1  of  the  ordinance  regulating  parking 
on  public  highways,  filed  in  the  Book  of  Record,  Page  285,  of 
the  Town  Clerk's  record  under  date  of  September  25,  1952,  is 
hereby  amended,  repealed  and  revoked,  and  in  place  thereof  the 
Selectmen  do  order  and  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  on  any  public 
road  or  highway  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Bradford: 

(a)  On  a  sidewalk. 

(b)  In  front  of  a  public  or  private  driveway. 

(c)  Within  an  intersection. 

(d)  Alongside  or  opposite  any  street  excavation  or  obstruct- 
ion when  such  parking  will  obstruct  traffic. 

(e)  Upon  a  bridge  or  other  elevated  structure  upon  said 
highway. 

(f)  Within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  an  intersection  as 
measured  from  the  center  line  of  said  intersecting  road. 

(g)  On  any  public  street  or  highway  for  a  period  of  time 
longer  than  thirty  (30)  minutes  between  the  hours  of 
2:00  A.M.  and  6:00  P.M.  on  any  day,  except  by  persons 
on  emergency  calls.

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year. 
Mrs.  Charlene  Bachry  moved  to  California  and  her  place  was 
taken  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Norton,  who  has  had  many  years  of  success- 
ful teaching  experience.  We  are  very  happy  to  have  her  with 
us  in  Bradford  again. 
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Last  year  it  looked  as  though  we  were  going  to  be  forced  to 
curtail  our  music  program  in  Bradford  and  the  other  small  towns, 
because  Miss  Bailey  just  did  not  have  the  time  to  give  us.  Hopkin- 
ton  had  added  so  many  classrooms  that  Miss  Bailey  couldn't 
handle  them  all.  The  Hopkinton  School  Board  were  very  co- 
operative when  I  explained  that  Miss  Bailey  was  needed  in  the 
small  towns,  so  they  relieved  her  of  some  of  her  teaching  load  in 
Hopkinton  and  hired  another  music  teacher  to  help  her  in  Hopkin- 
ton. I  hope  every  one  is  happy  with  this  solution  as  Miss  Bailey 
would  be  sorely  missed  in  Bradford.  She  is  an  excellent  music 
teacher  and  the  children  are  very  fond  of  her. 

There  has  been  considerable  talk  of  cooperative  High  Schools 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  although  very  few  consolidated  or 
regional  High  Schools  have  been  established.  There  are  many 
such  schools  in  the  middle  west  and  in  New  York  State.  Massa- 
chusetts has  established  some  within  the  past  few  years.  My 
guess  is  that  they  will  be  slow  in  coming  although  I  think  there 
will  be  an  increasing  trend  to  this  type  of  school. 

Tradition  and  sentiment  is  against  a  consolidated  school,  but 
financial  conditions  are  going  to  force  some  small  schools  to  close, 
and  this  trend  will  be  accelerated  if  the  state  makes  it  financially 
attractive  to  consolidate.  This  is  what  happened  in  New  York  State. 

A  study  of  a  possible  cooperative  school  district  has  been 
going  on  in  New  London  and  I  have  attended  some  of  the  meetings. 
A  member  of  the  Bradford  Board  attended  at  least  one  of  the 
meetings.  In  talking  with  some  of  the  Bradford  people  I  found 
that  they  might  be  interested  in  a  cooperative  district  but  their 
interest  and  sentiment  was  in  the  direction  of  Warner. 

Incidentally,  Warner  has  a  new  building  committee  and  they 
are  meeting  with  an  architect  to  prepare  new  plans  for  an  addition 
to  Simonds  High  School  and  they  hope  to  present  these  plans  to 
the  Warner  School  District  meeting  in  March.  Mr.  Irving  Hersey, 
the  architect,  is  the  one  who  drew  the  plans  and  supervised  the 
building  of  the  Sutton  Elementary  School  and  the  Hopkinton  High 
School.  Tentative  plans  call  for  a  new  Shop,  a  new  Commercial 
Suite,  a  new  Home  Economics  Room,  and  a  new  Science  or  Class- 
room. There  probably  will  be  other  improvements.  It  is  too 
early  to  say  yet  just  what  they  will  be. 

I  always  enjoy  visiting  in  Bradford  and  I  enjoy  the  co- 
operation of  the  teachers,  school  board,  and  the  towns  people.
